Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Advised Ms. Rees that the Office action mailed 6/4/0.3 was 
mislabeled as final in the office action but was properly tabled non final in the summary. The Office action mailed 
6/4/03 is non final. As such the petition filed 7/18/03 to petition to remove finality is moot in view of the non final 
rejection of 6/4/03.
